DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 1 1 and 12 
repeat the same limitations recited in claim 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Watanabe et al. (JP 5-102254). 

Watanabe et al. discloses a semiconductor device (Figs. 1-2), comprising: wire 
bonding connection pads 6 at peripheral regions, surrounding an inside region 5, of an 
electrode terminal formation surface of a semiconductor chip 3; test pads 1 1 to test the 
semiconductor chip, arranged in the inside region; and a plurality of rewiring patterns 
(10, 7, 8) extending from respective peripheral regions to the inside region of said 
electrode terminal formation surface, individual ones of the plurality of rewiring patterns 
connecting respective, individual electrode terminals 7 and corresponding connection 
pads 6 and test pads 1 1 . 
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Regarding claim 2, the test pads 1 1 are arranged in an array on the inside region
